MSs Alexander Herviot was fometime _ 


Minifter of Dalkeith, but was de- 


pos’d and depriv’d by the Synod of Lothatm : 


and Tweedale for Scandal and Negligence 
and being prohibit to preach, d it the feafte 


fet up a Meeting-Houfe in the faid Town 


of Dalkeith ; and having contemn’d all the 
Charch-Judicatories, and refus’d to deift 
upon the Orders iffued out by them, the 
Matter was brought before the Privy. 
Council— Whe finding the Sentence very 
juft, and Mr. Herriot to be a Man ofa f{can- 
dalous Life, they ordain’d his faid Meeting- 
Houfe,to be fhut up, as appears ty an Ag of 
Council, dated May 7. 1697. 

Upon this Mr. Herriot left the Place 
and went to Mnfscleburgh, and fer up a 
Meeting: Place there ;.but the Privy Council 
receiving Information of this Contempt 
of their Authority, and by the 23d A@ 
of the firk Parliament William and Mary, 
Anno 1693. All Migiftrates, Judges, and 
Officers of Juitice being ordain’d to give 
their Affiftance for making the Cenfures 
aad Sentences of the Church and Judicato- 


ries thereof to be obey’d, and otherways 


effe@ual 5. the faid Privy-Council b e 
A@, dated the 21 april oct ae 
their former A&, and caufed Mr. Herriot’s 
new Meeting-Houfe to be alfo fhut up 
_Mr. Herriot to elude this Law, caufes 
himfelf. to be purfu’d-before the Juftices of 
the Peace, asa Perfon not qualified by Law 
to preach, not having taken the Oaths, (sc 
nor praying for the QUEEN; and being 
call’d to anfwer, offers to prove he had 
done both, (and indeed he fcruples no 
Oaths atall, but took all they offer’d him 
both in the late Government and in this), 
Upon this, being difmiffed, he looks u on 
himfelf as licens’d to preach But his 
Meeting-Houfé continued to be thut up 
and he was told, that his having qualified 
Or not qualified. by taking the Oaths was
